Brothers 
went  meekly  about  their 
tasks  in  order  to  earn  the 
grace  that  one  of  their 
clerical  fellows  might 
preach  an  inspiring  Sunday 
semon  or  baptize  a  new 
convert.  Such  is  the  con¬ 
cept  of  the  Brother's  life 
offered  by  all  too  many  of 
our  parish  priests  and  vo¬ 
cation  recruiters  today. 
Examine  your  own  ideas . 
Doesn't  the  above  descrip¬ 
tion  pretty  well  fill  the 
bill? 

For  those  of  you  who 
know  us  postulants  here  at 
St.  Joe  personally  can  you 
seriously  believe  that  we 
intend  to  become  such  re¬ 
ligious  domestics?  No  lA-'at- 
ter  what  our  ideas  before 
we  began  our  religious 
life,  either  as  a  priest 
or  a  brother,  leaves  no 
room  to  surrender  our¬ 
selves  to  any  type  of 
self-demeaning  role.  Not 
if  we  are  to  live  that 
life  fully-  We  have  dis¬ 
covered  that  religious 
life  often  demands  every 
ounce  of  physical,  mental, 
or  spiritual  talent  that 
one  might  possess  if  he 
wishes  to  live  that  life 
fully  and  successfully , 
This  is  true  for  religious 


brothers,  not  just  reli¬ 
gious  priests.  We  demand 
and  expect  that  our  reli¬ 
gious  life  as  future  bro¬ 
thers  presents  us  a  worthy 
challenge.  Nothing  second- 
class  will  satisfy  us.  We 
will  be  first-class  reli¬ 
gious  ,  just  as  some  of  you 
hope  to  be,  or  we  will  not 
be  religious  at  all.  We 
are  attempting  now,  wheth¬ 
er  by  a  job  pumping  gas, 
lecturing  a  music  class, 
playing  a  tough  game  of 
softball,  or  spending  a 
few  quiet  moments  in 

prayerful  thought,  to  pre¬ 
pare  ourselves  to  meet 
that  future  challenge.  Not 
one  of  us,  we  hope,  has 
‘'retired"  from  the  world 
into  religious  life,  but 
rather  we  hope  to  better 
meet  the  challenges  of  the 
world  through  the  strength 
offered  by  our  dedication 
as  religious.  We  do  not 
want,  and  will  not  accept 
a  "sheltered,"  "hiaden" 
life  of  earning  grace 
while  someone  else  does 
the  work.  We  demand  to 
carry  our  full  share  of 
the  load  and  responsibili¬ 
ties.  Christ  himself  com¬ 
mands  us  to  make  full  use 
of  our  talents  and  abili¬ 
ties.  Dare  we  refuse  him? 

Perhaps  several  of  the 
above  statements  beg  cla¬ 
rification,  First  of  all, 
we  are  not  so  unrealis-tic 
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as  to  expect  that  no  more 
brothers  will  perform  such 
jobs  as  cleaning  house  -  or 
waiting  at  tables «  Cer¬ 
tainly  someone  must  per¬ 
form  these  tasks.  What  we 
ask  is  that  the  future 
brother  performing  such  a 
job  might  perform  it  with 
the  dignity  and  responsi¬ 
bility  that  any  expert 
might  justly  request  for 
himself. 

The  word  expert  exr 
presses  a  key  concept  in 
our  expectations  for  our 
future  lives  as  religious. 
Professional  people  sur¬ 
round  us  on  all  sides  as 
we  look  about  ourselves 
today.  The  "do  all-  know 
nothing"  type  of  existence 
qrows  ever  more  scarce  as 
culture  and  technology 
burgeon  into  complexity . 
To  meet  the  future's  growf 
ing  problems  cuid  concerns 
the  brother  will  need  ev¬ 
ery  bit  of  expertise  '  he 
can  muster.  We  !  b'eiieve 
that  the  religious  brother 
of  the  future,  if •  he 
wishes  to  succeed  in  the 
challenge  of  his  own  par¬ 
ticular  apostolate,  will 
of  necessity  lead  a  pro¬ 
fessional  life.  For  us, 
the  do  any thing -thin^  lit¬ 
tle-say  nothing  type  of 
religious  life  should  and 
must  become  a  past  curios -

The  fact  til  at  we  insi^st 


on  a  dismissal  of  the 
"hidden"  religious  life  in 
no  way  means  that  we  wish 
to  take  over  the  priestly 
duties  of  preaching  the 
word  of  God  and  evangeliz¬ 
ing  his  people.  These 

tasks  are  better  suited  to 
the  priestly  ministry.  We 
merely  ask  the  opportunity 
to  lead  a  life  as  a  pr-e- 
fessional  and  as  a  layman 
(since  we  as  brothers  will 
be  truly  laymen  and  reli¬ 
gious)  that  will  truly 
provide  a  light  to  the 
world  not'  muffled  by  mon¬ 
astery  walls  and  a  cleri¬ 
cal  hierarchy.  Truly  this 
means  shouldering  a  tre¬ 
mendous  responsibility.  We 
beg  for  the  opportunity  to 
lead  and  guide  a  world  of 
fellow  professionals, 
Christians  and  non-Chris¬ 
tians,  merely  by  the  exam¬ 
ple  of  our  own  words  and 
deeds.  We  seek  to  place 
our  lives,  on  a  pedestal'  to 
provide  a  guiding  light 
towards  Christ. 

"No  mean  task,"  you 
say.  Yet  this  is  what  we 
ask  for  the  future.  This 
is  the  challenge  we  seek. 
Certainly  we  have  not  come 
seeking  a  refuge  from  the 
world's  turmoil.  We  search 
rather  for  the  means  to 
help  others  and  ourselves 
to  transcend  it. 

But  how  do  we  dare ,  and ' 
so  boldly,  demand  such  a 


terrible  burden?  None  of 
us  can  claim  any  extraor¬ 
dinary  talents  or  abili¬ 
ties  making  us  fit  to  meet' 
this  task,  Vfe  are  of  aver¬ 
age  intelligence.  Not  one 
of  us  strikes  awe  with  his 
physical  prcwess,  We  all 
suffer  the'nonral  emotion¬ 
al  stresses  and  outbursts  o 
We  certainly  cannot  claim 
saintliness .  Our  temerity 
thus  seems  “astounding. 

New  we  arrive  at  the 
heart  of  our  reasons  for 
desiring  the  life  of  a  re¬ 
ligious  brotiier.  Ihough 
the  reason  is  highly  per¬ 
sonal  in  each  individual 
case,  it  see^tis  that  sever¬ 
al  ccrniTDn  factors  also  mo¬ 
tivate  us. 

To  desire  the  life  de¬ 
scribed  above  does  indeed 
present  the  height  of 
foolishness  if  one  relies 
only  on  his  own  resources 
to  carry  it  out.  Herein 
lies  our  total  de-dication 
as  a  religious  brotiier  to 
God  through  a  coirounity 
and  throi:^  all  men.  Vie 
will  draw  senie-  of  the  ne¬ 
cessary  support  we  need 
from  each  other,  our  fel¬ 
low  religious  priests' and 
brothers.  If  this  support 
fails  then  our  lives  will 
also  fail  in  neeting  the 
trerrendous  challenge  ^  of 
leadership  in  tomorrev; ' s 
world.  But  tills  support 
should  never  fail,  for  the 


religious  life,  especially 
the  religious  brotherhood, 
of  tlie  future  presents  us 
with  a  unique  and  wonder¬ 
ful  opportunity  in  an 
ultra-iiK)dem  world. 

The  opportunity  for 
ccxrpiete  self-giving  and 
dedication  grows  increas¬ 
ingly  less  tempting  in  our 
oorpetetive  technological 
culture.  The  professional 
man,  if  he  is  to  become 
and  remain  successful, 
must  Le  willing  to  step  on 
a  few  fingers  and  fight 
continuously  mtii  other  e- 
qually  aggressive  profes¬ 
sionals  .  The  religious 
brother,  himself  a  profes¬ 
sional,  needs  none  of 
this.  His  professional 
life  may  be  lived  com¬ 
pletely  for  the  benefit  of 
others  since  the  physical 
luxuries  for  which  most 
others  must  strive  have 
little  inportance' for  him. 
Bad:  broliier  thus  working 
to  conplement  his  fellows 
in  their  strivings  to  help 
others  might  begin  to  meet" 
our  inpossible  challenge. 

Idealistic? 

Perhaps,  We  only  hope 
that  our  youthful  optimism 
might  carry  through  our 
years  of  training  and  into 
our  religious  lives. 

But  even  a  ocitplete 
selfless  giving  of  our¬ 
selves  is  not  enough,  and 
indeed  such  a  giving  seems 
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i)v{.x)ssii:)le  in  tiie  first 
{/iaoe  without  a  coriploto 
dedication  to^  and  a  de- 
jxjndence  upon?  a  nerciful 
loving  God  and  liis  re- 
..ieei^iung  Son.  Even  noi-/,  in 
our  period  of  training,  we 
are  grcwing  riiore  and  itiore 
aware  of  liis  ii'i^.x)rtance  in 
the  life  to  which  vie  as- 
r.  ire.  Though  none  of  us 
have  found  any  niagiccil 
fonuu-las  or  ret:3e.ived  any 
fantastic  inspirations ,  a 
wana,  caiifortable  feeling 
grovv'3  inside  us  as  v/e  be- 
care  rrore  awarci  of  liis 
l.ovinq  presence.  We  have 
begun  to  realize  that  no 
iriattjer  \diat  difficulty 
or  wiiat  tile  diallenge 
tnere  is  alwa,ys  scxieone  to 
help .

Ihe  race  is,  of  aoiH:rse,  Xavi-er*s  answer  to  Bill 
Veeck's  Lady  Godiva  Sweepstakes,  the  Rev.  A.Ao  Jew- 
decker  Jaunt  (naires  after  tlie  spirit. icil  advisor  to  the 
faiTiOiis  Sadie  He^Jkins) .  Sinca  txiis  is  tlie  first  year  of 
its  running,  the  brief  historical  facts  will  be  niade 
kno^m  for  tiie  first  tijne  publicly  in  tiiis  article. 

In  Jan.  *69,  (the  exacrt  record  of  ihe  date,  tiire 
and  place  w^as  lost  v/hen  ny  aotebcxjk  was  crairmed  davn  a 
water  drajsi  dmlng  tl-ie  last  "X”  flood)  Ed  '“Ihe  ^fcdel 
Geniinarian”  Feidit  diallei^ed  "Fat  Al"  Kartway  to  a 
race;  the  distance,  time  and  place  to  be  dstemined 
later.

JoCc  ran  his  caancip  with  an  iron  spoon,  ^ich  he  kept' 
in  continual  useo  The  ciaTp  was  located  in  the  Schwie- 
terman  refectory  o  Al  was  force-fed  83  hanburgers*,  17 
raw  eggs,  38  pounds  of  freneb  fries,  two  bottles'  of 
ketchup,  100  gallons  of  milk,  14  feet  of  uncocked  spa¬ 
ghetti.  This  was  topped  off  by  a  Havana  cigar  at 
each  mealo  Al  was  also  encouraged  to  snack  between 
meals  if  he  was  hungry «  The  car:p  security  was  closely 


The  day  of  tlie  race  came.  The  weatiier  was  typical 
Jasper  County — light  rain  in  tlie  morning,  eight  inches 
of  snow  by  noon,  a  small  tornado  about  1  pom. ,  a  sud¬ 
den  heat  wave  at  2:15  p.m.  and  at  15  minutes  before
